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BOOK REVIEW 
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Medical Emergencies in Children. Edited 
by Meharban Singh, pp. 498, illustrated, 
New Delhi, 1993, Sagar Publications, 
Rs. 175.00 


In recent years an increasing number of in- 
tensive care units are being set up in the 
country. Those working in these units, as 
well as those involved in the care of 
acutely sick children were in need of a 
book written in India keeping in view the 
local conditions. The first edition of this 
book amply filled this void, and proved 
immensely popular. The second edition 
has been extensively revised and two new 
chapters have been added (Crying Infant, 
and Oncologic Emergencies). 

This book is very comprehensive in cov- 
erage extending from organisation of in- 
tensive care, cardio-pulmonary resuscita- 
tion, all the usual emergencies, to emer- 
gency procedures and emergency drugs. 
All the chapters are written lucidly and in 


simple, easy to follow language, and illus- 


trated by numerous photographs. A spe- 
cial feature of the book are the numerous 
algorithms, which present a sequential 
chart for the management of most emer- 
gencies. The information is very upto-date. 
The flare and skills of the editor as a skilful 
and outstanding teacher are appeared on 
going through the book. It is a real bargain 
for the price, as the foreign competitors of 
the book are priced 5-10 times much. 
Moreover the foreign books contain fewer 
figures and charts. The printing quality is 
superb, with a very attractive cover. The. 
only suggestion I would like to make is 
that some of the photographs need im- 
provement. I would recommend that all 
pediatricians should have this book within 
reach, if they are likely to treat emergen- 
cies in children.
